One  o  fthr  most  promising  and  romantic  of  the 
now  fields  ft  the  Foreign  Miasien  Board’s  preps 
ration  is  Siberia.  To  this  land  through  many 
rears  Baptists  of  Bussia  and  others  who  displeased 
the  Russian  authorities  werj  banlahcd.  Maay  of 
our  people  were  made  to  endure  inexplicable  hard¬ 
ship*  in  this  land  of  exile,  but  these  bardebipe 
seem  to  have  d -'opened  their  devotion  to  the  Lord 
and  strengthened  their  purpose  to  hold  fast  to 
their  faith  and  communicate  it  to  othera. 

The  result  is  that  a  great  door  of  oportonlty 
has  been  opened  for  Baptist  Missions  In  8iberia. 
B.'V.  J.  J.  Vince,  a  German  Baptist  living  ia  Cnli- 
,  fornin  at  the  time,  frit  tba  tug  of  his  suffering 
brethren  in  Siberia  at  bis  heart  and  surrendered 
a  pleasant  pastorate  to  go  to  them  and  minieter 
to  them  ia  their  lonely  .'slle-  s  From  the  hour  of 
hla  arival  in  Siberia  God ’s  blessing  seems  to  have 
been  upon  his  labors  and  n  significant  work  is  in 
process  of  development. 

The  following  is  taken  from  s  recent  letter  and 
will  give  a  hint  of  what  is  going  on: 

“The  political  and  economical  eondtions  in  oar 
part  of  the  world  are  very  unbearable,  but  we  trust 
the  Lord  who  never  failed  In  the  guidance  ef  Hie 
children,  and  He  ie  our  joy  in  the  wonderful  sue 
cess  we  have  here  in  the  evangelization  of  the  poor 
Bussinna. 

“I  came  to  Blagor.'stshrnak  with  mine  family  on 
the  26th  ef  September  1918,  and  the  8th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  of  the  some  year  I  was  called  to  the  pulpit  by 
the  small  Russian  Baptist  church  of  this  town  to 
be  their  minister.

During  the  last  year  I  baptized  in  the  town  of 
Blaforestshensk  168  converts,  the  last  of  them  was 
baptised  three  weeks  ago  and  about  20  more  new 
bell.'vers  are  waiting  for  baptism;  tnd  mine  co- 
workers  baptized  in  the  same  country  over  250  new 
converts.  Bight  after  my  election  ns  minitcr  I  re¬ 
organized  the  little  Sunday  School,  which  wai  un¬ 
organized  and  could  not  pres  per,  which  bat  now 
counts  over  250  children  with  21  teachers;  secondly 
I  organized  a  Young  People ’a  8oeiety  which  have 
new  enrollrd  76  members,  who  ore  doing  n  very 
nice  and  bleated  work  ia  tinging  Gospel  hymns 
and  distributing  religious  tracts  among  the  poor 
and  sick  peoplj  ia  the  Hospital,  and  on  the  streets. 

“Little  while  after,  I  reorganized  the  choir, 
which  eounte  now  23.  members,  and  who  sing  the 
“  Unsearchable  Biebet  of  Christ  ”  to  the  glory  of 
onr  Master  with  a  wonderful  attraction.  A  woman 's 
Society  was  organized  too  which  prosper*  nicely 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs-  Vines.

Talk  about 
I  “Song  Hash,"  we  have  had  that 
r  served  in  many  forma,  but  it  i*  also 
true  that  in  many  rases  this  has  not 
only  been  ‘‘Hash”  but  hash  without 
seasoniag.  There  is  no  estimating  the 
good  that  the  song  evangelist  may  do 
in  preparing  the  heart*  and  minds  of
